their own" when tho special 
session begins considering tho 
program Nov. 17.

uncompleted portion of 'the contract 
consists of the smaller trench widths 
and smaller pipe diameters. It rep- 
resents considerably less than oae- 
Ihlrd of the total project coat." 

The former engineer refuted

blueprints or spedtlcatlona were pre- 
pared for the sewer project by wrlt- 
tnit ihat "over 300 copies of the 
specifications" were printed.

American, TWA and United give first-class 
transoceanic service to the tai places. Their 
planes, their services, their charges are com- 
parabler to Pan American's. More. than 15 
foreign flag lines serve this country, mostly 
with Aracrlcan-bullt planes, often with 
American pilots, some giving as good, safe 
B service as our own. 

But American lines still handle 75 per cent 
of trans-Atlantic and 90' per cent of trans- 
Pacific and Caribbean business, and Pan 
American carries three-fourths of it. '' 



POOR SPORTS SPOIL IT ALL 

More than ever before, "No Hunting" 
signs are being posted' on farmlands in 
Magic Valley.

"No 
Hunting" signs will appear every season from 
here on out, until eventually the average 
sportsman will find good shooting areas few 
and far between. v. 

It's unforttmate. In such a country as ouis, 
with Its abundance of food and natural cov- 
er, that poor sportsmanship should threaten 
to ruin our hunting. 

Not only do we have a. growing number 
of game hogs, but numerous Instances of 
out-of-seoson shooting have been reported 
In recent -months. 

Unless those Interested In good sportsman- 
ship take a more active part In trying to 
overcome this lawlessness, and those respon- 
sible for such heedlessness come to their 
senses, one of . our finest sports may be 
ruined for many years to come. If not for all 
time. 

The present short season and two-rooster 
' bag limit are already demonstrating In part 
that pheasant hunting In Magic Valley Is 
nothing like It used to be.

VIEWS OF OTHERS 

IDAHO FARM WASTE 
The Idea is not new, of coiurse, but It Is atartllng 
to note the estimate ol a Boise power company execu- 
Uve that 30 per cent of the tciuiage' of foodstuffs 
raised on Idaho lorms is waste, except for the little 
that can be used as fertltlrer. Tho statement was 
made In an address to o Shoshone ser^-lce club by 
Ralph . Gale, who luited that this waste be converted 
Into useful production through application of 
chemurgy. 

As an example of the posslbUltles In this field, the 
speaker cited some of the by-producta that can be 
processed from potatoes. Culls can bo converted Into 
glucose, potato flour, alcohol, yeast, mucilage and 
dextrin. A dessert base ond pie filler from potatoes 
aLy> Is on the market. Slock feed s>Tup and plastics 
may be made from tho pulp left from tlie processed 
culls. These potentialities are not all In tho laboro- 
toiy stoge. Idaho was a pioneer In producing alcohol 
from potato culls at the experimental plant erected 
by the state unh-enlty at Idaho Falls, which later 
was purchased fay private operaton and placed In 
commercial production. Four potato starch factories 
are now producing tn south Idaho. 

Salvage of waatcd crop products may seem an aca- 
demic subject In this post-wai period of unprecedented 
demnnd for food and the accompanying unprecedented 
high market prices. But it may be another tttnj when 
demand and prices return to more normal proporUons. 
Chemurgy then opens tho vista of new industrial marr 
kets for fotm products and. Incidentally, a means of 
avoiding a repeUtlon of previous gluts from crop 
overproducUon. 

All this Implies a farmer trained and skilled In the 
appllcaUon of science to agriculture. adapUng his pro- 
duction lo meeting the demands of the Industries aa 
well 03 the consimiers of food. And It should be 
obvious that the farmen ot no state have greater 
opportunity in this regard than have these of Idaho. 
Variety of soU, topography and dlmote put them In 
poslUon to meet market demands for on inflnlta va- 
riety of products that have come Into enlarged demand 
through discoveries In Industrial chemistry. In tho 
end. larmcra may stand to gain morq frocn this po- 
tential Industrial ouUet for their products than from 
any type of ^government suhstdy.— Lewliton Tribune.
